Slecth Takes tlie Cherokee Selling Stakes for the 
Third Time— Diamond Left at the Post — 
i Colonel Vennie Wins Again. 



Louisville. Ky., October 2. — Adair & Baker’s vet- 
eran campaigner, Sleetli, accounted for the Cherokee 
Selling Stakes at one mile and a sixteenth at 
Churchill Downs this afternoon, with John W. 
Klein in second place and Lahore third. Hocnir, 
the other starter, was beaten off. Sleetli ran to his 
best form and showed the most speed from the start. 
It is the third time that he has been returned 
tin* winner of this stake. It had a net value this 
afternoon of $1,030. 

Beautiful racing weather prevailed and was a 
material aid towards attracting to Churchill Downs 
a banner crowd to witness the sport. Betting action 
Was fairly brisk, but many rctlmcfrn tint the public 
experienc'd, caused a tendency towards conserva- 
tism. An outstanding incident of tin* afternoon 
came with the running of the fourth race, in which 
Diamond and Sunflash were most heavily supported. 
Diamond developed fractiousness on her way to the 
l»ost and it was necessary for an assistant starter 
to take her in hand, lie blundered badly when he 
put an unnecessarily long nose rope on her and 
when the start came, it kept her from leaving the 
barrier with the others and she was left at the post. 
Owner Elkins complained about it to the stewards. 
Diamond’s behavior this afternoon was decidedly in 
contrast with her former docile actions. Meliora 
was returned winner of the race from Sunflash. 

Only three were left to contest the third race 
after L'<» Skolny’s withdrawal, because In* was 
not eligible to it. and Colonel Yennie practically 
only bad to ranter to win the purse after Coquette 
was pulled up in the first quarter, when she 
develop'd a hemorrhage. Third money, under the 
rules, reverted to the association when Coquette 
failed to go over the course. 

Pierce W. was the lieaten favorite in the opener, 
Meditation leading throughout and ltoy heading 
Pierce W. for second place. Spring Wheat fell a 
victim to James and 1 . .tie in the second. The 
latter was probably best, but suffered extensively 
in the early part of the race by being repeatedly 
cut off. 

Sixteen yearlings and six older racers, owned 
by Jefferson Livingston and trained by Louis 
Tauber, will b«* wintered at Oaklawn, Hot Springs. 
They will be slapped there early next month. 

.!. C. Milam sold the weanling chestnut colt by 
Plaudit — Maude B. L. to A. B. Hancock this morn 
ing. 

K. I). Williams will ship several of his horses 
to Tijuana for the racing there next winter. 

The stewards instructed Dr. Harthill to exam- 
ine Diamond after her return from the fourth 
race, to determine if she had been stimulated, 
because of her actions while going to the post. 
He reported that the filly was normal and not 
unduly excited. As the starter had already put 
her on the schooling list no further action was 
taken in the matter. The complaint of her owner 
was likewise dismissed. The assistant starter had 
no alternative but to put the nose twitch on lier 
to make the filly tractable.

Laurel, Md., October 2. — The Maryland State 
Fair’s fall meeting began today at Laurel under 
conditions that promise to make it the most suc- 
cessful ever held at this picturesque course. An 
immense gathering turned out, the contingent from 
Philadelphia being much larger than in former 
years. Washington and Baltimore each sent over 
two loaded special trains. The track, which has 
been reconstructed since last fall, was in splendid 
condition and improved racing was the order. The 
track has been raised a couple of feet and the 
turns are now well thrown up. A majority of the 
races furnished interesting finishes, in which jockey 
F. Robinson showed to good advantage. 

A. J. Joyner saddles two of the afternoon’s win- 
ners in Cliicklet and Pickwick, the former beating 
the highly tried Crimper by a head in the fifth 
race, while Pickwick made a runaway affair of 
the sixth. Both horses ran in the colors of L. 
Wood. 

The Laurel Handicap, the feature race of the 
program, resulted in an easy victory for Leochares, 
which carried top weight, came from behind and 
drew away into a lang lead in the homestretch. 
Sir Edgar was second and Top o* th’ Morning 
third. Ormesdale was an added starter, but cut 
but little figure in the running. 

Fair Mac. winner of the Ontario Jockey Club 
Cup at Woodbiue, Saturday, will be shipped to 
Kentucky to start in the long-distance races at 
Churchill Downs and Latonia and will then be 
brought cast and started in the long races at 
Pimlico. 

A. I\. Macomlier announced that lie would prob- 
ably send a division of his stable from Kentucky 
to Pimlico this fall. 

James Milton was a visitor at Laurel this aft«*r- 
noou. He will remain in Baltimore for some little 
time, looking after the interests of the Cuba- 
Ameriean Jockey Club. 

A. J. Joyner lias signed a three years’ contract 
to take entire control of the George D. Widencr 
stable. 

Matt Fcakes announced his retirement as a trainer 
with the conclusion of the meeting of the Ontario 
Jockey Club on Saturday last. Light Wing and a 
couple of other racers that Feakes was training, 
were shipped to Mrs. L. A. Livingston’s farm at 
Col Kin rg, Ontario., whore they will be mated next 
spring to Kingship or Bowling Brook. The fillios 
Priscilla Mullens and Jade wore leased to ('apt. W. 
F. I’resgrave, who will race them next year. Jade 
is out of that good mare Amelia Jenks. 

About ten carloads of horses arrived from To- 
ronto this morning and included in the consignment 
were the stables of J. Lumsden, (J. E. Chancellor, 
James Arthur, Wiliam Garth, William Stormont. 
A. C. Parrctto, James Coffee and the Mirasol 
stable. Jockeys W. Obert, R. McDermott, T. 
Farrington, F. Robinson and W. Ward, also ar- 
rived from Canada. W. Stormont brought an ap- 
prentice named Ammann with him. This lad rode 
iiis first winner at Toronto and incidentally it was 
his first mount.

DISSATISFIED WITH DOUGLAS PARK DATES. 

Louisville, Ky., October 2. — General Manager 
John Haehmeister. of the Douglas Park and La- 
tonia Jockey Clubs, in commenting on the friendly 
suit which was filed last Thursday in tlse chancery 
branch of the circuit court here by tiie Douglas 
Park Jockey Club against the Kentucky State Rac- 
ing Commission seeking the judgment of the court 
as to the validity of the rule recently adopted by 
tiie commission, requiring tiie Louisville and La- 
tonia racing associations to give purses of not less 
than $800 each and the Lexington track $600. 
stated: “This suit is the culmination of a long 

series of objections made by us to what we have 
uniformly claimed to bo unfair treatment in the 
matter of assignment of racing dates. 

“In brief, we claim that Churchill Downs has 
l>een favored by the commission to the exclusion of 
Douglas Park (Churchill Downs having a repre- 
sentative on the commission in tiie person of 
Charles F. Grainger), while Douglas Park has been 
compelled to contribute as much in purses with 
scant opportunity to earn it. We have repeatedly 
protested to the commission against this treatment, 
but our i m>s it ion is clearly set forth in a written 
protest filed by us with the commission on April 
20 last, which in part is as follows: 

“ ‘The Douglas Park Jockey Club acknowledges 
receipt of a letter from the chairman of your honor- 
alile body, advising it that certain legislation would 
be enacted by your commission concerning racing 
associations, among other things announcing that 
purses required by your commission to be given 
would be increased over those of last year. This 
association desires to say that while it intends at 
the approaching meeting to give an amount which 
will average for each day of the meeting not less 
than $800 per race, no purse to be less than $000. 
it vigorously protests against the continued unfair 
action of your body in the matter of dates assigned 
to it. It might Im*, in the course of events, that 
one track or another should occasionally lie given 
less or more, as the case might be, in the matter of 
preferable dates, but the course aimed at Douglas 
Park, we say without hesitation, has been uniformly 
detrimental and unfair in the extreme. We have no 
hesitation in saying that a fair construction of the 
act creating the commission, intended that its rules 
and regulations should be general and should bear 
equally and fairly on all trucks alike, placing all of 
them on a fair and equal footing. If this associa- 
tion is expected to give as liberally as the more 
favored associations, better dates must be awarded 
to enable it to earn the requisite money.* 

“It so happens that two racing associations, 
representing more than fifty per cent of all tin* 
money invested in race plants in Kentucky, have 
never lmd a representative on this commission. This 
is in itself unfair as to the other represented tracks, 
in the matter, at least, of racing dates; in this 
connection, we call your attention to the fact that 
the Douglas Park Jockey Club was first in the field 
to offer stakes of the value of $10,000 added money, 
and it is our desire to continue this liberal jiolicy 
toward horsemen and breeders, but to do so. we 
must have fair consideration in the matter of rac- 
ing dates. 

“This year we requested the same dates for lw>th 
Louisville tracks as were awarded last year, to wit: 
12 days for the track having the opening meeting 
and 13 days for the track having the closing meet- 
ing. and offered to give Churchill Downs the first 
choice of dates; instead, Chnrcliill Downs was given 
the first meeting of 13 days, with a Saturday for 
Ixitli opening and closing, and this club was awarded 
tiie second meeting of 13 days with Mondays for 
both opening and closing. 

“In this suit, which is stated to be a friendly 
one. it is set forth that we have, at great cost and 
oxi»ense, constructed a racing plant which, in a 
large part, is not useful for any other purpose; 
that it lias been the unbroken custom from time 
immortal for racing associations throughout the 
country, to voluntarily offer to owners and breed- 
ers of thoroughbred horses purses, prizes and 
premiums in sufficient amounts to induce them to 
enter and contend for. and that the General As- 
sembly of Kentucky, in recognition and continua- 
tion of tii is custom, provided in tiie act regulating 
racing that the corporation or owners of horses 
engaged in such races, or others who are not par- 
ticipants in said racing, may contribute purses, 
prizes, premiums, or stakes to lie contended for. 

“We have in the past offered and will continue 
to offer suitable purses, prizes and premiums, but 
we deuy the authority of the Racing Commission
